again Vagrants ought to be put in Force againft them ; 
nay, if all the foreign Commodities, which They import 
for the Conveniensy of Life, in Return for ovr /uperflu- 
ous Manufaétures, are to be rank'd under the Denomina— 
tion of Luxury, as We are likewife told, I think Trave 
it (elf ought to be {Upprefs'd, as well as the MERCHANTS. 
But Thefe, I confefs, are new Doétrines to me, and fa 

your much more of Republican Principles, than any Thihg 
I haveever advanc’d. They have, indeed, a direct Ten- 
dency to an agrarian Law, or what is call’d Levelling 
amongft us, and can be fupported by nothing elfe. The 
Lands of England muft be divided equally amongft the 
People, and every Man muft live upon the Produce of his 
own litrie Spot of Earth, without any Commerce with 
the Reft of the World, or making any Figure abroad 
as a maritime Power. 

When thefe Writers argue againft Luxury, in the pre- 
fent Cafe, They are guilty of a mo% egregrious and ri- 
diculous Piece of Sophiftry, by dividing all Commodities 
into two Claffes only, the Neceffaries and Superfiuities of 
Life: whereas, in all civiliz’d Countries, the Conveni- 
encies of Life ought certainly to have a Place, diftin® 
from either ; for the coarfeft Frize, or Dowlss, that is 
_ made, will proteét us from the Injuries of the Weather, 
as well as the fineft Manufaétures ; and the moft home- 
ly Diet will fupport Life, as well as the richeft Delica- 
cies of Earth, Air and Water. Will thefe Gentlemen 
therefore call every Thing Superfizity and Luxyry, which 
js not abfolutely wecefzry to our very Exiftence ; or 
would They have no Diftin@tion made between different 
Ranks of Men ? —— But as Authorities have often more 
Force than the ftrongeft Reafoning, or clearet Demon- 
ftration, I will fill up this Paper with a moft excellent 
Effay of the late Mr. Appison, tranfcrib’d verbatim 
from one of the Spe4ators; in which He gives us his 
Sentiments of Trave and the Bairish MercuanrTs. 





“ HERE is no Place in the Town, which I fo 
“ much love to frequent as the Royal Exchange. 
«“ It gives me a fecret Satisfaction, and, in fome Mea- 
‘* fure, gratifies my Vanity, as I am an Englifbman, 
« to fee fo rich an Affembly of Countrymen and Fo- 
reiyners confulting together upon the private Bu- 
« finefs of Mankind, and making this Metropolis a Kind 
“of Emporivm for the whole Earth. I muft confefs, 
“ T look upon High-Change to be a great Council, in 
« which all confiderable Nations have their Reprefenta- 
“tives. Factors in the Trading World are what 
* Aymassabors are in the politick World. They 
negotiate Affairs, conclude Treaties; and maintain a 
good Correfpondence between thofe wealthy Societies 
of Men, that are divided from one another by Seas 
and Oceans, or live on the different Extremities of a 
Continent. I have often been pleafed to hear Dif- 
putes adjafted between an Inhabitant of Fapan and 
* an Alderman of London; or to fee a Subject of the 
“ Great Mogul entering into a League with one of the 
“ Czar of Mafcovy. Lam infinitely delighted in mix- 
ing with thefe feveral Mixifters of Commerce, as “They 
are diftinguifhed by their different Walks, and diffe- 
« rent Languages. Sometimes I am juftled among a Body 
** of Armenians; fometimes I am loft in a Crowd of 
Jews ; and fome*imes make one in a Groupe of Dutch- 
men. Lama Dane, Swede, or Frenchman, at diffe- 
rent Times ; or-rather fancy myfelf like the old Pbilo- 
fopber, who upon being asked what Countryman he 
was, replied, that He was a Citizen of the World. 
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of People, I am known to nobody there but my 
Friend Sir ANpREw, who often fmiles upon me, as 
he fees me buftling in the Crowd, but at the fame 
Time connives at my Prefence, without taking any 
farther Notice of me. There is, indeed, a Merchant 
of Egypt, who juft knows me by Sight, having for- 
merly remitted me fome Money to Grand Cairo; but 
as I am not verfed in the modern Coptick, our Con- 
ferences go no farther than a Bow and a Grimace. 

“ This grand Scene of Bufinefs gives me an infinite 
Variety of folid and {abftantial Fntertainments. As 
Iam a great Lover of Mankind, my Heart naturally 
overflows with Pleafure at the Sight of a profperous 
and happy Multitude; infomuch that at many pub- 
lick Solemnities I cannot forbear expreffing my Joy 
With Tears, that have flolen down my Cheeks. For 
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“« this Reafon, Iam wonderfully delighted to fee fuch 
** a Body of Men thriving in meir own private For- 
tunes, and at the fame Time promoting the pud/ick 
‘* Stocks or, in other Words, raifing Eftates for their 
own Families, by bringing imto their Country what- 
ever is wanting, and carrying out of it whatever is 
‘* fuperfluous. 

‘* Nature feems to have taken a particular Care to 
“* diffeminate her Bteflings among the different Regions 
of the World, with an Eve to this mutual Intercourfe 
“* and Traffick among Mankind, that the Natives of 
** the feveral Parts of the Globe might have a Kind of 
Dependance upon one another, and be united coge her

duces fomething peculiar to it. The Food of en grows 
** in one Country, and the Sauce in another. The Fruits
